The United States already ha* 
rejected Castro* demands, mad* 
last weekend.

Despite the reported lack at 
progress, a spokesman for Thant 
called the meeting “very useful.’* 
A communique issued afterward 
said “Cuba fixed her position and 
viewpoints with clarity,” which in­ 
formants said meant Castro wa* 
unyielding in his demands. 
President Qsvaldo Dortico* took 
part in the meeting. 
The U.S. 
naval blockade re­ 
mained in suspension as Thant 
and Casto propared for their »ec- 
ond session. Thant asked that the 
blockade of offensive arms ship­ 
ments to Cuba be lifted before 
he began his Havana discussions.

Proposition No. 2 on the ballot this year 
proposes that the state program of cash 
subsidies to public housing projects for per­ 
sons of low income be extended to pay part 
of the rent of families with incomes between 
$5,000 and $7,500 a year in middle-income 
housing. 
The beneficiaries of the cash gifts to help 
pay their rent would not be people on we!* 
fare. They would be people earning more 
than $96 a week and up to $144 a week. The 
official plan is to start the program with 
5.000 families. The cash conies directly 
from taxes levied on all the people. 
We are opposed to this proposition and 
urge all eligible voters to vote no. 
The Citizens Union of the City of New 
York supports the proposition pointing out 
that it is cheaper to subsidize low-income 
families in middle-income housing privately 
constructed under the controls and advan­ 
tages of the state’s Michell-Lama law than 
to finance new public housing for the same 
number of families. They also declare that 
there are advantages in having mixed 
neighborhoods in relation to income instead 
of large segregated developments confined 
exclusively to low income families. What is 
now proposed is not the appropriation of 
new funds but the use of some of the hous­ 
ing funds already voted for a worthwhile 
experiment which can be extended if it 
works as well as anticipated. * 
The Citizens Public Expenditure Survey, 
which opposes the proposition, declares that 
it asks the voters of the State of New York 
to commit themselves to a contract binding 
them for the rest of your life to help pay 
the rent of people with as much as a $7,500 
income. 
The survey points out that the $3 million 
annual subsidy will take care of the first 
5.000 apartments in the experimental pro­ 
gram.

CAUSE AND EFFECT 
Leonardo Da Vinci once wrote: 
"There is no result in nature without » cause; 
understand the cause and you will have no need 
of the experience." 
The same is true in politics. One day, for in­ 
stance, the Stock Market is in the doldrums. The 
next it is full of fire and enthusiasm. Everybody 
is buying. The ticker-tape falls behind. There is 
a shout of joy. The inmates of the asylum have 
taken control 
However, there was no change in the news to 
warrant the excitement. If the Stock Market is 
a barometer of our condition, the best that could 
be said was that th** condition had not changed. 
There was no cause to justify the effect. What 
had happened was that Nikita Khrushchev had 
sent a message to Bertrand Russell, the English 
mathematician and philosopher, that he wanted 
to negotiate. Surely if he likes to negotiate, it is 
not with ancient Bertrand Russell, who once hav­ 
ing led scholars in Materia Mathematica, is now 
leading a mob in abstract and unrealistic pacifism. 
Khrushchev chose Russell as a vehicle for a 
statement because he could also pose as a pacifist 
while making war, just as the philosopher. Mao 
Tze-tung. poses as a pacifist while invading India; 
just as Nehru posed as a lover of peace while 
seizing Got. It is not a new fashion for states­ 
men to lie; it is something new when they cive 
the appearance of believing their own lies. They 
used to wink at their ingenuities. 
It is quite possible that both the Cuban and 
the Beilin situations will end in a negotiated 
peace, because neither the United States nor 
Soviet Russia desirer a nuclear war.

And meanwhile In Italy a steel plant 
manufactures pipe for Soviet Russia. 
The Cuban situation ha* been brewing a long 
time When tin Mexican labor leader. Lorn bardo 
Toledano. way back in the early 30’s, started to 
develop a Communist effort in the Latin Amer­ 
ican countries. It was the beginning of our pres­ 
ent strife When the Spanish Civil W ar took 
place (1936-39), many American and Latin Amer­ 
icans went to Spain to fight in that revolution 
which was the second effort of international Com­ 
munism to strike shandy outside of Russia It 
then was possible to identify the young leaders

As vet no effective and acceptable means of 
improving human stock has been devised. 
One 
great difficulty is the fact that even in those men 
and women who most nearly approach physical 
perfection we cannot tell what hereditary deter­ 
miners or genes are present in the reproductive 
cells. 
It can safely b« said that In any given couple’s 
offspring, not all of the parents’ best features are 
reproduced. It has become an axiom among those 
who have studied the laws of heredity that the 
more genes Involved In the hereditary transmis- 
VVhy should we vote to tax everyon e to ex- ®lon ol * characteristic, the baa chance that it 
will be passed on to one’s children unchanged. 
Advances in medical science have resulted in 
the saving of persons with certain hereditary con­ 
ditions such as some forms of allergy, a tendency 
to diabetes, severe nearsightedness, and some 
typos of inquired hearing.

But, $3.4 mil­ 
lion is not sufficient to carry out 
the middle-income subsidy pro­ 
gram which the state housing J 
commissioner has stated will he 
put into effect if Proposition No. 
2 is passed. According to the 
housing commissioner, subsidies 
for 5,OOO families in middle-in­ 
come housing will require pay­ 
ment by the state of $3 million a 
year.

facets such as social intelligence, 
practical intelligence and crea­ 
tive intelligence which are not 
readily recognized 
Education was discussed by a 
panel made up of Gardiner F.

Trees, Just like houses, should 
he prepared for w inter This is 
storm-proofing and may avert 
costly repairs later. 
It involves pruning, cabling and 
bracing, according to Dr. Edward 
J Duda, director of the B artlett 
Tree Research Laboratories. The 
purpose is to prevent trees from 
breaking, shattering or splitting 
in high winds or under weight of 
ice and snow. 
Autumn pruning should begin 
with the elimination of a1] dead 
and 
diseased 
wood. 
Closely 


crowded branches and those that 
cross-over or rub against each 
other should be removed. 
Branches that scrape the roof 
or gutters of garage or house 
should be cut back. Prune back 
also all limbs that hang danger­ 
ously over buildings, drives or 
sidewalks. 
Shortening 
abnorm ally 
long 
branches makes for structural 
strength. 
Sugar maples, elms and wil­ 
lows have a tendency to form V- 
crotchcs. These can be cabled and 
braced to prevent splitting. Long 
span branches can be cabled. 
Trees that have grown too tall 
may be headed back. A skilled 
tree man will preserve the n a t­ 
ural contour of the tree so that 


an elm won’t look like a sugar 
maple or an oak like a button­ 
wood tree. 
Feeding Is essential to storm - 
proofing. Well fed trees develop 
a better root system and a more 
secure anchorage, At the same 
time fall feeding stim ulates root 
growth, enabling a tree to absorb 
nutrients it will require with tho 
first blush of spring

J have » large old photograph 
of Wail Street. It might have 
been taken from the head of 
Wall Street perhaps from the 
roof of one of the North Front 
Street buildings. I notice Wall 
Street was brick paved. They 
had sidewalks of blues tone on 
both lido* and bluestone curb­ 
stone. 
The 
stores 
had 
their 
wares outside on stands and in 
glass cases. You could see photo­ 
graphs In one glass case at the 
curbside of the sidewalk. The 


hitching posts are there, and 
horses and wagons tied to them. 
I do not see an automobile in 
sight. 'Hiere is a one-horse de­ 
livery wagon going the wrong 
way according to standards of 
today. Two horses, one black and 
the other white stand in chummy 
fashion attached to one wagon. 
Fvery business establishment 
had sn awning, some were up 
and some down and some new 
and several in tatters. On the 
left side, I can road a sign read­ 
ing; "Hayes and Wolven Furni­ 
ture, 8 Wall Street” Under this, 


on building la printed: “L. S. 
Wnne Hardware.” I see names of 
‘"Dewitt 
and 
Gillespie.” 
The 
word, "Millinery is printed on the 
ruffle of one of awning. There Is 
a Safford sign, on a large and 
handsome clock on the Curb side. 
Looking at the cornice* of the 
brick buildings, they look the 
same, except perhaps for a new 
Wall Street as it was then, be­ 
fore the days of automobiles. The 
same shopping arca. St. John’s 
steeple 
is 
there, 
which 
was 
moved stone by stone to Albany 
Avenue. You can also see the 


paint job and some other decora­ 
tions. The stores are ( hanged at 
the sidewalk, but it Is the same 
steeple of the Old Dutch Church 
on the left of the picture. 
There is a plain sign on the 
right side reading "G. E. Hector, 
dealer in boots, shoes and. . 
whch was attached to a sub­ 
stantial pole at the curb. There 
were many poles with wires on 
both sides of the street, a hare 
tree was on the corner, so it 
must have been early spring or 
late fall, or winter. 
I can make out, "F. A Schaef­ 
fer, harness maker." "Newkirk 
Cigar Parlor" is on another sign. 
There is a larj^e sign across the 
sidewalk reading "united States 
Express Company., right about 


where the theatre used to be. 
There t* nothing on the back of 
this {acture as to date, or who 
took the picture. I notice the 
Horses resting at the curb are 
wrapped in blankets, so it must 
be cold. There are many *tep-on 
one or two stone* for the c*r- 
liage trade. I see only two drug 
stores on the east side of Wail 
Street although the name* can­ 
not be seen, only mammoth mor­ 
tar and pestle on high pole* to 
designate their profession. 
I take it, the taking of this 
picture was earlier than 18%, 
for at that time there were four 
drug stores on that side of the 
street: Frederick J. R. Clarke at 
308 Wall Street, Albert Right* 
myer 
at 
3316 
Wall 
Street, 


Charles C, Ten Broeck at 322 
Wall Street, Eltinge and Schoon- 
maker at 328 W’ail Street, all 
listed in the directory as drug­ 
gists. I understand that at one 
time numbers on the buildings 
started from North Front Street,, 
that is why they are low, later, 
for some reason, numbers are 
high on Wall Street. Perhaps a 
newcomer came to town and 
decided he would make life just 
a little more difficult for old 
time Kingstonians. Out-of-town- 
ers come and go but often stop 
here just long enough to force 
their ideas on the town, then 
disappear, like a meteor. 
I see in my 1872*3 Kingston 
Directory "Safford and Carter" 
at 26 Wall Street .In 1897 Saf­ 


ford (optician) was at 310 Wall 
Street, I just noticed "McKown'i 
celebrated Tin Types" 
at 
12 
Wall Street. There is a real plow 
on top of a pole right over 
Winne’s 
That 
was 
our 
Wail 
Street, Kingston. N. Y. in the 
late 1800’s. Perhaps there will 
be a chance to display this pic­ 
ture n a Wall Street store win­ 
dow, close to the window, so it 
can bee seen easily.

‘Save the Minors' Program 
To Be Presented Next Month 


Cepeda Gets (Jean 
Bill of Health

NEW YORK (AP) — Baseball's 
"save-the^ninors” program — ex­ 
pected to cost in the neighborhood 
of a million dollars—has been sol­ 
idly outlined and wiU be present­ 
ed for approval to the m ajor and 
minor leagues at their meetings 
next month. 
Charles Segar. secret ary-treas­ 
urer of organized baseball, made 
the announcement Tuesday con­ 
cerning the program that carries 
a it the major leagues' commit­ 
ment made last May to under­ 
write at least IOO minor league 
clubs for the 1963 season. 
Segar released an outline of the 
program presented by John Lai- 
breath of Pittsburgh, chairman of 
a joint major and minor league 
committee which had worked on 
the problem. Segar said he was 
optimistic that “the minors and 
majors both will adopt this pro­ 
gram ’’ st the Nov. 26-Dec. I meet­ 
ing. 
The player development 
con­ 
tract assumes that the minors 
will go through a revolutionary 
reclassification program, accord­ 
ing to plan, that would list all 
minor leagues under Triple A, 
Double A and A headings for 1963. 
Under this plan, which m ist be 
passed at the minor league meet­ 
ing scheduled for Rochester. N.Y. 
in November, the Pacific Coast, 
International and American Asso­ 
ciation would retain their Triple 
A classification, while the Double 
A Texas and Mexican plus the A 
leagues (Eastern and South Atlan­ 
tic* would be in Double A. The 
others—B, C and D leagues—all 
would be Class A. 
The new contract then would be 
a standard working ag m m en t of 
financial aid to the minors, and 
would substitute for the fixed cash 
payments previously made to the 
minors. That came out of the m a­ 
jor’s player development fund and 
approximated $850,000 a year. 
Under the new arrangement, the 
m ajor league club would pay the 
salaries of the manager and the 
coaches and would provide play­ 
ers 
and 
reimburse 
the 
minor 
league team for some or all of 
the player salaries. The majors 
also would pay spring training 
and certain traveling expenses.

return, 
the 
majors 
would 
have the right to select minor 
league player contracts Dec. 15. 
Players owned outright 
by the 
minor league club could be bought 
by the major league team for a 
fee between $5,000 and $20,000—
